Baton Rouge, La., June 28 


,,'A spreading series of investiga- 


tions, centered today on Louisiana 
iState University, kept this state in 
turmoil while police of'the na- 
tion hunted the school's former 
president, who is accused of issu- 
ing invalid notes totaling half a 
million dollars. 


As the new governor, Earl K. 


Long, promised a complete inves- 
tigation of L.S.U.-and other state 
institutions, police lost the trail 
of the missing university head, Dr. 
James Monroe Smith, at Memphis, 
Tenn. 


Today the search for Smith cen- 


tered in the Detroit area, after an 
Illinois Central ticket agent at 
Memphis reported a man identi- 
fied as Dr. Smith purchased two 
tickets early Monday at Memphis 
for Detroit. Smith was accompan- 
ied by his wife when he fled Baton 
Rouge Sunday night. 


The grand jury here, under tne 


guidance of Attorney General 
David M. Ellison, settled down to 
a 
"thorough investigation" of 


L.S.U. but the federal grand jury 
in New Orleans for an inquiry 
into alleged WPA irregularities in 
. the state and the PWA began a 


checki-up of its own. 


Observers, meanwhile, antici- 


pated a fight between three large 
banks and the state administra- 
tion—or the university—to deter- 
mine who should stand the loss of 
the §500,000 which Ellison said 
Dr. Smith obtained. 


The attorney general said that 


Smith had obtained 5300,000 from 
one New Orleans bank, $100,000 
from another in the same city, 
and §100,000 from a Baton Rouge 
| bank. 


Ellison's View 


Ellison said the banks would 


have to stand the loss because 
the notes were accepted by the 
banks without the authority of 
the state bond and tax board as 
required by law. 


Insisting the transaction 
was 


legal, however, Oliver G. Lucas, 
president of the New Orleans Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, said: 


"(His) bank holds a note of the 


Louisiana State University . . . 
for ,.5300,000. This represents 
a 


loan made to the university on 
the authority of duly adopted and 
certified resolution by its board of 
supervisors. We regard this loan 
as a valid and binding obligation 
on the university."

Hospital over the week-end, ac-

The dog, a brown and white col- 


lie valued at S150, is reported to 
have leaped from Mr. Wright's au- 
to as he was driving home from 
Tokalon Kennels, West Hurley, 
where he had obtained the animal 
which had been purchased for him 
as a wedding gift. Mrs. Wright 
was with him at the time. 
Mr. Wright,

Post says, stopped his car, fol- 
lowed the dog into a clump of 
bushes where the dog attacked 
him, tearing chunks of flesh from 
his face and hands. Mrs. Wright 
aided her husband in obtaining 
first aid and then drove him to 
Bridgeport where he was hos- 
pitalized and treated by his fam- 
ily physician. Eight stitches were 
required to close the wounds on 
his face.

If 
so, Mr. Wright will undergo Pas- 
teur treatment. 


'Whoever finds the dog can 


keep it, as far as I am concerned,"

rabid." 


The collie, which answers to 


the name of Bronze Eagle,' was de- 
scribed as a fine dog, fully pedi- 
greed and full grown. It contained 
the usual brown and white mark- 
ings, with white paws. It was 14 
months of age.

Tokalon Kennels, told a Freeman 
representative today that she is 
positive the dog is not rabid. 


"We have had no rabies in this 


section for years," Mrs. Browning 
said, "and the manner in which 
we segregate our dogs precludes 
any chance for the animal to have 
come m contact with a rabid ani- 
mal during the time we had it." 


"I am sorry for Mr. Wright," 


she added, "and I certainly hope 
he recovers quickly." 


Mrs. Browning said the incident 


as reported in the Bridgeport 
Post did not convey whdt she 
claimed to be other details. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Browning Mr. 
Wright talked with her Saturday 
immediately following the inci- 
dent at Wappingers Falls. 


"Mr. Wright told me," 
Mrs. 


Browning said, "that he thought 
the dog needed exercise and he 
took it out on a leash along the 
Post Road. The dog, not being 
used to the rush of traffic, 
be- 


came frightened, slipped its col- 
lar and fled to the thicket. Mr. 
Wright told me when he finally 
got hold of the dog he had a hard 
time holding it, wrestled with it, 
threw it to the ground and then 
lay upon it.

Japan and Great Britain Agree 
To Negotiate Blockade Issue 


(By The Associated Press) 


A way to agreement to end the 


crisis in Tientsin, where Japanese 
have blockaded the British conces- 
sion for more than two weeks, was 
opened today as Britain and Ja- 
pan agreed to negotiate the issue. 


Britons hoped the controversy 


would be settled on the basis of 
the original dispute, the refusal 
of British concession authorities 
to turn over four Chinese wanted 
by the Japanese for an alleged 
slaying. But Japanese, who have 
demanded that Britain "cooper- 
ate" in setting up a "new order" 
in East Asia, were determined to 
include the question of British 
support of Japanese currency. 


In London, the British cabinet 


approved a statement Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain was to make to 
the House of Commons and the 
Anal draft of instructions to be 
sent to Moscow for British nego- 
tiators trying to bring Russia into 


the British-French mutual assist- 
ance agreement 
There was an evident relaxation

in the matter and the proposition 
failed. 
Six years later a local 


group again became interested and 
in the spring when a representa- 
tive from New York came to 
Kingston to establish an Associa- 
tion the local group decided that 
the time had come to engage in 
business locally. Lambert J. Du- 
Bois gathered information re- 
garding the operation of Associa- 
tions and a meeting was called at 
the hat store of William B. Ter- 
williger on the Strand. 
At that 


meeting Mr. DuBois was selected 
as chairman and later became the 
first permanent secretary. 
The 


plan was explained to about 50 
local residents by A. E. Benson 
and .next evening at the office of 
Frederick Stephan. Jr., the name 
for the new Association was pre- 
sented and a committee to draft 
by-laws was named. 


Association Prospers 


From the first meeting the As- 


sociation prospered. The com- 
mittee on organization, L. J. Du- 
Bois, A. E. Benson, A. H. Mam- 
bert, E. G. Adams and R. W. An- 
derson 
completed 
preliminary 


work and at the subsequent meet- 
ing O. L. Eastman was chairman 
Frederick Stephan, Jr., as secre- 
tary. At this time it was agreed 
that loans would be made at 4J,4 
per cent and the name of the so- 
ciety was decided upon.

Sabath called attention to Presi-

Democrats, Republicans or inde- 
pendents we can not conceive

It is conceded even by 
the arch enemies of the President 
that the American dollar demands 
a premium all through the world.

They obtained from the rules 


committee parliamentary authoi- 
ity which, if ratified by the house 
itself, would send the controver- 
sial bill immediately to a senate- 
house committee for a possible 
compromise. 
, R e p u b l i c a n strategists had 
sought to forestall this action until 
after the president's monetary 
powers expire at midnight Friday. 


By working rapidly, adminis- 


tration leaders believe, the senate- 
house committee might be able to

before that 
time 
the 


principal issues between the two 
chambers: Extension of the presi- 
dent's authority to devalue the 
dollar further. 


The house voted to continue this 


power for two years, but in the 
senate a combination of Republi- 
cans and silver-state

price for new domestic silver at 
77.57 cents an ounce and to stop 
treasury purchases of foreign sil- 
ver.

Natural Gat Not as Toxic 


As Manufactured Gases 


Natural gas in general is not con- 


sidered as toxic as the manufactured 
gas, which has a higher percent- 
age of carbon monoxide. The Amer 
lean Cyclopedia tabulates the con- 
stituents of various natural gases 
and compares them with coal gas. 
It shows from 80 to 98 per cent 
marsh gas (methane) up to 14 per 
cent other hydrocarbons, 0.4 to 4.6 
per cent nitrogen, up to 0.2 per 
cent carbon dioxide, 0.4 to 0.85 per 
cent carbon monoxide, up to l.S per 
cent hydrogen. Coal gas is given an 
average of 40 per cent marsh gas, 
4 per cent hydrocarbons, 2 per cent 
nitrogen, 0.4 per cent carbon dioxide, 
t per cent carbon monoxide, 46 per 
cent hydrogen. 


The first gas company in this coun- 


try was the Gas Light company of 
Baltimore, incorporated February 5, 
1817; it made and distributed coal 
gas and the first street in Baltimore 
was lighted with the gas on Febru- 
ary 17. The first natural gas com- 
pany_ was the Fredonia Gas Light 
Ic Water Works company, organized 
in Fredonia, N. Y., in 1865. Natural 
gas had, however, been used as an 
illuminant in Fredonia as early as 
1824, a pipeline being led from a 
well to the hall where the great La- 
fayette was given a reception. A 
few years later natural gas was be- 
ing used for fuel and light in Find- 
lay, 0"-

MORE FIELDS TO EXPLORE 


We have heard a great many low notes 


sung of late years concerning the future of 
our youth, and especially our cdllege grad- 
uates. The humorists have poked gentle fun 
at the boy with a university diploma taking 
a job at the corner filling station—although 
there is of course nothing ludicrous about 
earnest and honest work. We have been told 
that there is no future for the youngster, 
even him with a good education, because our 
frontiers have all been explored and our va- 
cant spaces filled up. Nothing is left, there- 
fore, but a gradual decadence of the Ameri- 
can nation. 


This, to be sure, is the doctrine of the 


pessimist, and of his socialist brother who 
thinks that it is now the duty of the govern- 
ment to take care of everybody and assure 
him a living. But it is not the conviction of 
the honest-to-goodness American who still 
has faith in the old maxims about thrift, 
personal ambition and sound thinking. 


It is therefore interesting to note what 


William Allen White, the Kansas publicist, 
in a recent address to the graduating class 
at Indiana University, said about the "Joe 
College" of the graduating class of 1939, 
whom he termed is as much of a pioneer as 
was Daniel Boone in the good old days, and 
with even greater opportunities. He said: 


"Joe College, great grandson of Daniel 


Boone, who uncovered the increment of land 
values that made America comfortable for 
our grandfathers, is plunging just as defi- 
nitely into the unknown as old Daniel stalked 
into the wilderness and raised his rifle 'and 
another redskin bit the dust.' The difference 
is that the American frontier now lies in the 
laboratory of science." 


Here is a truth worth noting. America's 


geographic possessions are now explored. But 
the realms of science hold deeper and more 
promising possibilities than did the wilder- 
ness of Kentucky and Indiana, more than a 
century ago. What we need is pluck, per- 
severance and thrift. There is still plenty of 
room at the top. But the summit of achieve- 
ment cannot be reached by looking to Uncle 
Sam for support. 


BABIES AS FOOD EXPERTS 


Some people think we should go to the 


animals to solve our food problems. Dr. 
Clara M. Davis of Winnetka, 111., says it is 
simpler than that. All \ve need do is go to 
the babies. They are the wisest dieticians. 


Dr. Davis told about it in a paper read to 


the Canadian Medical Association. For six 
years she has been letting fifteen children 
choose their own menus, starting from the 
weaning age. She placed before them large 
trays containing various kinds of food and 
let the babies help themselves. The results 
were astonishing. 


There was no evidence of "instinct", she 


says. The infants used the trial-and-error 
method. They tried nearly everything, and 
then in a few days were reaching eagerly for 
some foods and ignoring others. They "knew 
what they liked" and, strange to say, what 
they liked seemed to be good for them. 


Some were in poor condition when the 


experiment started, undernourished, rickety, 
and so on. But before long they were all 
healthy. One ailing child who was allowed to 
take cod liver oil kept it up till he got well. 
The average diet selected in every six-month 
period, says Dr. Davis, was found to be in 
harmony with "scientific nutritional stand- 
' ards" for the age of the child. 


She suggests that there must be "some 


innate automatic mechanism, in which ap- 
petite is an important factor, which controls 
the results in a satisfactory way." 


Of course in experiments of this kind it is 


important to offer plenty of variety for the 
children to choose from. Under such condi- 
tions it may be literally true that "baby 
knows best."

MECHANIZATION 


The Salvation Army in eleven eastern 


states has finally abandoned horses and 
wagons for collection purposes, and from 
now on will use motor trucks. The official 
announcement explains that "we have raised 
a generation of men who can't drive, feed or 
care for a horse," 


This is unfortunately true of city men, and 


even some country people, although there are 
still millions of rural citizens who understand 
and practice the equine arts. There are even 
a few city people who can, and do, feed and 
ride horses, for pleasure. But in most areas 
workhorses are so extinct that probably not 
one city boy in 10,000 would know how to 
harness one. 


There is no use in grieving about it. No 


horse could be happy in a modern city. 
Horses belong on dirt roads. The clump- 
clump of hooves on hard pavements during 
the transition period probably bpthered the 
horses even more than it did the people who 
heard it The soulless truck is quiet and ef- 
ficient and has no feelings.

REPORTING BLOOD IN URINE 


It is only natural that when blood come away in 


the urine that the individual should be alarmed. 
This very alarm may save his life because early 
treatment gives the best possible chance to correct 
the condition. 


If the individual is past forty years of age and 


this bleeding from kidneys or bladder occurs, the 
first thought is that It may be cancer and that treat- 
ment may be too late. 


"Today, because of the active cancer campaign 


which has been in progress for several years, pat- 
ients with haematuna (blood in the urine) are seen 
much earlier than formerly." 


Fortunately, blood in the urine is more tre- 


quently due to some less dangerous condition than 
cancer. Dr. William F. Braasch, Rochester, Minn., 
in Clinical Medicine and Surgery, says- 


"Blood in the urine is frequently caused by inno- 


cent or harmless ailments. Of 798 cases, 33 per cent 
were due to malignant growths (cancer), while 
stone in the urinary passage was the cause in ID 
per cent, tuberculosis in 11 per cent, and other con- 
ditions accounted for the remainder." 


One cause of a great number of these cases is 


increased blood pressure and the bleeding is just 
Nature's way of relieving the swollen bloodvessels 
just as bleeding from the nose often occurs to re- 
lieve high blood pressure. In fact, blood in the 
urine is spoken of as kidney epista.xis (nose bleed.) 


It so happens that, in most cases, bleeding lasts 


only a day or two at a time, so, unless the patient 
is sufficiently intelligent and knows enough to call 
Upon his physician, by the time the physician does 
see him the condition may have been present for 
some time. 
There is just the one point to remember Most 


cases of blood in the urine are not cancer but, as one 
in every three cases is cancer, a patient should con- 
sult his or her physician at the first appearance of 
blood. 
The cystoscope enables the genito-urinary spe- 


cialist not only to see the cause of the bleeding, but 
to apply treatment directly to the part.

Washington, June 28—The New 


Deal hu received tome pretty 
severe criticism in the l*st §ev- 
era! yean, but the Republicans 
who deliberately joined an alli- 
ance of senaton from silver pro- 
ducing states in order to embar- 
rass the administration certainly 
opened themselves up to Imputa- 
tions •( hypocrisy and insincerity 
beside which some of the New 
Deal manipulations of public pow- 
er seem tame. 
The idea of abandoning one's 


convicti&ns just to get a political 
advantage is not new, but it is 
decidedly novel to see politics 
played with serious matters of 
international relations. Whether 
silver should or should not be 
bought from foreign countries Is 
a matter that offers room for dif- 
ferences of opinion, but for the 
senate suddenly to project itself 
into the relations between the 
United States and Mexico and the 
relations between America and the 
rest of the world so far as gold 
values of the dollar are concerned 
is to subject the whole foreign 
policy of America to new hazards. 


The Republicans have been de- 


claiming for months that they are 
against subsidies, that the New 
Deal is failing to balance the bud- 
get because it is using public 
money to get votes, and then the 
Republicans turn around and do 
the same thing in order to corral 
votes in the senate with which to 
defeat the administration's pro- 
posal to continue a power that has 
existed for the last three years 
and has not been exercised to the 
detriment of anybody, but in the 
best interests of the United States. 


The power to devalue is a pow- 


er of stabilization. The existing 
law enables the President 
to 


change the gold content of the 
dollar from a 59-cent to a 50-cent 
basis, a relatively narrow margin 
.which would hardly affect prices 
or cause any material change in 
the dollar's purchasing power. The 
margin is declared essential by 
treasury experts so to protect 
America against currency wars. 
The House of Representatives by a 
substantial vote agreed to per- 
mit this power to remain in the 
President's hands. If the Senate 
did not trust the executive to ex- 
ercise the power, it could have 
delegated the same authority to a 
national monetary commission. 
But the desire to keep the dollar 
rigid no matter what might hap- 
pen abroad was held by a minority 
of senators who, in order to gain

The situation' will become fur* 
ther complicated when the sena- 
tors from the silver states, being 
given by the administration a 
higher price for silver, as now 
seems inevitable, wiU'agree in turn 
to support the extension of the 
present devaluation law. Where 
will that leave the Republicans? 
All they will have succeeded in do- 
ing then will be to furnish-two 
record votes of 'June 26, 1939, 
which will be used against them 
time and again. 


The real trouble in the Senate 


is that the leadership on the Re- 
publican as well as the Demo- 
cratic side is faced with grave 
problems of public policy, and it 
would appear that somewhere be- 
tween the executive branch of the 
government and the Senate there 
is a lack of cooperation which is 
so essential when delicate matters 
of foreign policy are at stake. The 
present devaluation controversy 
has been going on for many weeks. 
Reconciliation of opposing views 
could have been achieved long 
ago. Instead, what amounts to 
open warfare has been begun be- 
tween the Senate and the execu- 
tive, and the Republicans have 
succeeded, temporarily at least, in 
dividing the Democrats. Mean- 
while, Mexico considers measures 
of reprisal at the. sudden action of 
the Senate, the world price of sli- 
ver is falling and a situation that 
could have been composed long 
ago is just added to the many 
instances of chaotic bickering that 
confront free democracies today.

For besides 
acting as a finishing school, it 
serves also as a 
preparatory 
school. Students planning to con- 
tinue their education are given 
orientation courses in addition to 
a well-balanced basic training in 
their chosen profession. 
Upon 
graduating, they are free to de- 
vote their whole time to studies 
pertaining directly to their select- 
ed career. A large proportion of 
the college will accept these gradu- 
ates as third year students. 


Thus, the establishment of a 
public junior college would equal- 
ize the educational opportunities 
of every boy and grl in this vicin- 
ity. It would minimize the factors 
of location, economic strictures, 
home obligations, and similar con- 
ditions which so often have pre- 
\ented our students from acquic. 
ing any of the further education 
0 
which would saitsfy the demands 
of their desired career. 


Kingston can meet the state's 


requirements for junior colleges. 
In each of the communities of 
Kingston's size, the junior college 
has satisfied a distinct need. Their 
graduates' 
enriched citizenship 


and their more competent service 
have repaid them. As a matter 
which will concern the welfare of 
the coming generations, the estab- 
lishment of a public junior college 
is well worth your consideration.

Kind- 
ness, generosity, service, and most 
important of all, interest in living 
are forgotten 


Well then, what should we be 


ooking for in life ? Now it would 
>e foolish to advocate a life en- 
tirely free from money because 
we know money is an essential 
:o living in the twentieth century 
and taking advantage of all it 
has to offer. Then, what should 
our goal be? 
First of all we have to ascer- 


:ain what life means. To me, :n 
omewhat mathematical terms— 
Life^what we put into is in ser- 
vice to God and to man plus what 
we extract from it in happiness 
In more material terms, it seems 
most logical that real life is a 


competition of work, play, love, 
and worship — blended together 
in varied proportions for everyone. 
For a more concrete explanation, 
on this automobile of Me in which 
we are the drivers, the wheels are 
work, play, love and worship, or 
in other words these four activi- 
ties are the conveyances on which 
our lives proceed. 


Most cars we are accustomed to 
ride comparatively smoothly, be- 
cause all four wheels are the 
same size. This car of life, how- 
ever, 
frequently 
bumps along 


rather awkwardly — uncomfort- 
ably for the driver, since all four 
wheels are of different sizes. For 
example, one man's work wheel 
may be enlarged—he's a virtual 
slave to work. His play wheel, 
of course, would be undersized. 
Consequently, until he rectifies Jus 
way of living his auto will lumber 
along; he'll be taking it on the 
chin. 


We all realize that a life of 


complee happiness—a smooth ride 
from start to finish—is out of 
man's reach. Thus, the 
sooner 


each one of us determines what 
life demands of us, and what our 
scheme will be for combining 
work,-play, love and worship with 
each'other and how we intend to 
relegate money to a position of 
secondary importance, the nearer 
we will come to the culmination 
of our ideal. 


This putting money in 
its 
place must be done by us alone, 
mentally. 
The doctor can take 
oath after oath, dedicating him- 
self to humanity, but until his 
disciplines himself to the point 
where he neglects the monetary 
returns of his position in favor of 
the humanitarian, the oaths mean 
nothing. Therefore, as.we leave 
Kingston High School this even- 
ing, 
we have to choose for our- 


selves what we are going to do 
about money in each of our in- 
dividual lives. What we want is 
that rounded, full life; a life of 
happiness, culture, and service to 
God and mankind. With determi- 
nation and the help of God we'll 
find it. 


Before closing I have a little 
verse, that sums up this money 
and living rather well. Kenyon 
Cox says: 
"Work thou for pleasure—paint, 


or sing or carve 


The thing thou lovest, though the 


body starve— 


Who works for glory misses oft 


the goal; 


Who works for money coins his 


very soul. 


Work for the work's sake, then, 


and it may be 
That these things shall be added 


unto thee." 


Commencement Address 


The guest speaker of the eve- 


ning was Dr. William S. A. Pott, 
president 
of Elmira 
College, 


whose address follows: 


I am very happy to be here ts 


have a part in honoring the gradu- 
ating class of the Kingston High 
School. 
The month of June is the open 


season for Commencement speak- 
ers when over a million college 
and high school students are re- 
ceiving large quantities of advice. 


Commencement speaker* teem to 
be a sort of necessary evil decreed 
by custom and perhaps by heredity 
too. Recently I read that most 
delightful essay by Clarence Day 
entitled "This Simian World" in 
which he, says that because of 
man'c simian ancestry, whatever 
he does, there must always be 
some talking about it—in other 
words, some "monkey business." 
"He can't even make peace .with? 
out a kind of chatter called a 
peace conference." 
"So precious 


to a Simian," he continues, "is 
the privilege of making sounds 
with his tongue, that when he 
wishes to punish severely those 
men he calls criminals, he forbids 
them to chatter, and forces them 
by threats to be silent." 
However this may be, this 


Simian commencement 
speaker 


does not propose to speak or chat- 
ter at any great length, having 
learned from experience that com- 
mencement addresses are not long 
remembered. 
On such occasions 


as this, there is always the strong 
temptation to advance one's own 
ideas about education and inci- 
dentally give advice on how* suc- 
cess may be achieved if one's defi- 
nition of education is followed. 
That temptation I shall try to re- 
sist. So much has been written 
and said about education, without 
notable results, that I am remind- 
ed of the epigram that "Every- 
body in this country knows all 
about education. If he has had 
one, 
he knows what was wrong 


with it; if he has not had one, hi 
knows what is wrong with every- 
body else's." It is more or less 
true, that we all consider our- 
selves authorities on education — 
father and mother, Wilfrid and 
Mary Jane, teachers and princi- 
pals and superintendents and Re- 
gents, not to mention that low. 
form of educational,, species, the 
college president. 


However, I do very much want 


to dwell briefly and sympatheti- 
cally on what seems to me might 
well be a point of view or attitude 
of mind that you might take with 
you as you go forth from this 
pleasant scene of four happy high 
school years. 


This is a day of rejoicing for 


you, not altogether untouched, I 
dare say, with sobering and seri- 
ous thoughts of the future. In a 
certain sense you are not being so 
much graduated as catapulated in- 
to a strange, disordered and clam- 
orous world where we are being

man restricted than tver before. 
Looking at education from a 
strictly economic or monetary 
standpoint, you have heard, or 
may nave already found out for 
yourselves, that America is no 
longer a fairy land of financial op- 
portunity for either high school 
or college graduates. I don't know- 
how you feel about this. Perhaps 
some of you are discouraged, but I 
am one of those who incline to 
the view that it is not in the 
nature of youth to stay down- 
hearted for very Jong. I some* 
times suspect that all this talk 
of the "tost generation" is a little 
overdone. The other day I was 
reading a comprehensive report 
of a commission that had been sur- 
veying the so-called "Youth Prob- 
lem" and here is a sentence which, 
it seems to me, contains pretty 
strong language. "Between the 
day when, for whatever reason 
the young person sees the last of 
his school room and the day when 
he experiences. the gusto of his 
first job, there has developed whai 
for him, is a vertible 'No Man's 
Land of final futility'." 


Are you really going out into 


a No Man's Land of final futility, 
or what is more important, do you 
think that you are? 
Jobs are 
hard to get today, harder to get 
than a few years ago. But I think 
it is important that we keep our 
perspective The kind of jobs that 
we would like to get today were 
always hard to get and many of 
them did not even exist a decade 


or a feaeration ago. Just remem- 
ber too that If it is more difficult 
for graduates to land Jobs to their 
liking than it used to be, todty 
there are two and a quarter mil- 
lion more students enjoying the 
privilege of a high school educa- 
tion than there were when you 
were born, and a generation ago 
only one hundred thousand high 
school 
students 
were leaving 
schools to go on to college or out 
in the world as compared with a 
million today. 
Now I am not going to tell you 


how to land a job. Indeed, I could 
not if I would, but this I would like 
to say to the Class of 1939. Al- 
though the immediate future may 
look a bit grim and somber, pres- 
ent dislocations in our economic 
order are only temporary and it 
would be a thousand pities if any 
you felt like felling America short. 
I realize that it is small comfort for 
the high school graduate in quest 
of a job to remind him that under 
conditions of a generation ago, he 
very, likely would not have been a 
TiTgh-school-graduate at-all. But' 
is is still the finest country in 


j the world in which to be living and 
looking for a job. From a mater- 
ial standpoint I will not go into 
dreary statistics more than to say 
that with something like 1 per 
cent of the world's population, our 
people enjoy from 60 per cent to 
80 per cent of the world's conveni- 
ences, such as, automobiles, elec- 
tricity and electric appliances, 
telephones, and radios. In this re- 
spect we are favored more than 


ten to one over any people on this 
globe. Our relative consumption 
of food and necessities surpasses 
the average of the earth by 80 per 
cent, and of our nearest competi- 
tors, by 40 per cent. Our people, 
one hundred thirty millions, have 
a purchasing power equivalent to 
five hundred million Europeans or 
a billion Asiatics. 
Doubtless we 


can learn much from other coun- 
tries, but not, I believe, enough 
from any to change the founda- 
tions of an economic and political 
system which has done so many 
more things for our people than 
any of other peoples' systems 
have done for theirs. Our plan is 
not perfect, but I for one have 
faith in American courage and re- 
sourcefulness, 
American 
spirit, 
sense of fair play, tolerance and 
adherence 
to principle. These 


qualities will ere long usher in a 
new day, bright with promise that 
will dawn upon a finer and

The method of insulation is it- 


self a revolutionary development 
of the past decade, according to 
the engineers. Previously, wires 
for telephone cable has been in- 
sulated by wrapping paper spir- 
ally around them. Now a paper 
coating is literally manufactured 
on the wires as they pass through 
a bath of pulp. 


Cable improvement has been 


going on for nearly 60 years, 
engineers state. This has been an 
important factor in improving 
telephone transmission, reducing 
service interruptions, and making 
service available in populous cen- 
ters where many thousands of 
wires must be placed below the 
surface.
